The 
company claims they are the

Two chassis are being made, 
the 92-27 and the 93-27. 

The 92-27 is the Jarger car, 
with wheel base of 115 inches, 
selling for considerably less than 
$2,000 in several body styles. 
The Imperial Sedan at $1795 is 
the popular model on this chassis. 

Speeds of froff 70 to 75 miles 
can be assured, the company de-| 
clares, by the motor of the 92-27, 
a Red Seal Continental made for 
Davis, six cylinders, 34-inch bore, 


with 4%-inch stroke, developing | 
68 horsepower. The crankshaft is 
2% inches in diameter, with 


seven main bearings, and machined 
all over. The: lubrication is full 
pressure through built-up system, 
of copper tubing and hollow crank- 
shaft. Added smoothness is ob- 
tained by a Lancaster dampener 
built on to the end of the crank- 
shaft. 

The chassis for 1927 designated 
as the Davis 93-27 is the Davis 
Light Six. It also has a Red Seal 
Continental Motor made for Davis, 
with a 4%-inch stroke with a 2%- 
inch bore, developing 48 horse- 
power. 

Thorough attention has also been 
given to the;attainment of dura- 
bility and efficiency in this model. 
The finish of the DavisLight Six 
and Light Six: Coupe is declared to 
be very unusual in cars of this 
price class.

| Entirely Different 
Body Style 


Cleveland, July 31 —The Peer- 
less Motor Car Company an- 
nounces that a new body style 
—the Six-80 model roadster 
coupe—is béing rushed into pro- 
duction following its recent in- 
troduction to distributors and 
dealers. The new model is of a 
type different from any now 
built by Peerless, and advance 
orders indicate its popularity 
will equal that of the Six-80 
roadster, according to Edward 
Ver Linden, president of the 
company. 

The new model embraces all re- 
cent improvements, including a 
rumble seat, al- 
the seating of 
two persons. A 
novel feature is 
the window in the 
rear of the front 
seat, which can be 
lowered to per- 
mit conversation 
between persons 
sitting on the 
rumble seat and 
those on the 
front seat. A ledge on the rear 
of the front seat provides space 
for the storing of parcels. 

The rakish low design of the

It is necessary to pur- 
chase special analysis sheet—bars, 
involving higher costs than ordi- 
nary sheet bars. 

Otherwise demand for steel from 
the automobile industry is well sus- 
tained and is an encouraging fea- 
ture of the local market. Presi- 
dent James A. Campbell of the 
Youngstown Sheet and Tube Com- 
pany commenting on the sustained 
demand for automobile _ steels, 
said :— 

“July buying of steel products 
was surprisingly good and exceed- 
ed June and this permitted local 
mills not only to maintain their re- 
cent operating rates but in some in- 
stances to increase them. 

“The biggest producer here, 
for instance, this week operated 
at a slightly bigher rate than in 
the preceding week and is prob- 
ably working on a better than 
per cent. basis‘on a general aver- 
age. This company has thirty- 
three blast furnaces in operation. 

“Considering the higher rate of 
the neighboring districts, it is esti- 
mated that general production 
through the Pittsburgh district 
how at the 80 per cent. mark.”

St. Paul, Minn., July 31.—Rep- 
resentatives of the War Departe 
ment expressed gratification at thé
